pu t it in their own pockets.” 
The foreg oin g statemen t appears in 
a bu lletin which the Departmen t of Ag ­ 
ricu ltu re has ju st issu ed rev iewin g the 
prog ress of the beet su g ar in du stry 
du rin g the past y ear. The report pro­ 
ceeds to poin t ou t that while the pro­ 
du ction of su g ar from beets has ad­ 
v an ced v ery rapidly , more than 5,000,- 
000 ton s of beets hav in g been g rown 
last season , 2,000.000 acres addition al 
shou ld be dev oted to this crop in or­ 
der to produ ce at home the su g ar n ow- 
pu rchased from abroad. 
This is a su bject of particu lar in ­ 
terest to In dian a for the reason that 
this state lies in the cen ter of on e of 
the most importan t beet su g ar produ c­ 
in g section s of the cou n try . 
Not on ly 
hav e repeated tests in su g ar beet 
g rowin g demon strated that In dian a 
soil is adapted to the produ ction of 
this v alu able crop, bu t the su ccessfu l 
operation du rin g the past season of 
the state’s first beet su g ar factory has 
prov ed it con clu siv ely .

London, Jan. 28 .—The su ffragettes 
started trou ble last night, making good 
their promise that if the su ffrage bill 
was killed in the hou se of commons 
they wou ld renew their militant tactics. 
Sev eral arrests were made at demon­ 
strations of su ffragettes. 
A crowd of 
5,000 persons witnessed the strenu ou s 
efforts of the police to prev ent the 
women from holding demonstrations 
in Trafalgar squ are late last night. 
As soon as the su ffragettes scattered 
from 
the 
first meeting u nder 
the 
charge of the police they reassembled 
in another part of the squ are and 
again attempted to address the crowd. 
This was done repeatedly . 
The wom­ 
en rang bells to attract au diences, bu t 
the clanging serv ed little pu rpose be­ 
y ond attracting the police. 
Shortly before midnight a y ou ng 
woman who was sitting in St. Ste 
phens hall, a pu blic part of the hou s< 
of commons, threw a stone at a paint­ 
ing on one of the walls. Her aim was 
good, bu t the glass was not broken 
and no damage was done. 
She was 
arrested, hu t was soon released. 
She 
was identified as Sy lv ia Pankhu rst, the 
y ou nger dau ghter of Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhu rst. 
Will Bring It Up Aga in. 
The decision to drop the franchise 
bill and reintrodu ce it in a new’ form 
was in deference to the speaker’s ru l­ 
ing that the form and su bstance of the 
measu re wou ld be so materially al­ 
tered by 
the amendment granting 
v otes to women that it ou ght to he 
presented in the shape of a new bill. 
Premier Asqu ith accepted the ru ling 
of the speaker withou t hesitation, and 
said the gov ernment realized it wou ld 
be u seless to go on with the bill. 
Speaking of women su ffrage, he said 
that there wTere now' only two cou rses 
left open to the gov ernment. 
The 
first was to introdu ce a hill definitely 
enfranchising women, “and that,” said 
the prime minister, “this gov ernment 
will not do.” 
(Lou d Unionist lau gh­ 
ter and cheers.) 
The other cou rse 
which the gov ernment 
proposed to 
adopt was an u ndertaking that if a 
priv ate memlier’s bill enfranchising 
women was introdu ced at the nex t ses­ 
sion adequ ate opportu nities for its dis­ 
cu ssion wou ld he afforded. 
Mr. Asqu ith also annou nced that the 
gov ernment wou ld introdu ce in 1914 
a bill dealing with registration and 
plu ral v oting while a hill for re-dis­ 
tribu tion of seats wou ld be introdu ced 
du ring the lifetime of the present par 
Jiament.

ITS LINE OF DEFENSE 


H EIK E 
MUST 
SER V E 
TIME 


High Court Sa y s Suga r Trus t Se c re ­ 


ta ry Wa s Not Immune . 
Washintgon, Jan. 28 .—Charles Ft. 
Heike, former secretary of the Ameri- j 
can Su gar Refining company , has no 
immu nity from prosecu tion for his 
knowledge of the “su gar weighing 
frau ds” against the gov ernment be­ 
cau se he testified before the grand 
ju ry . The su preme cou rt of the Unit- j 
ed States has so held. The cou rt held 
that 
Heike mu st serv e 
the 
eight 
months of imprisonment and pay the 
$5,000 fine according to the sentence 
of the lower cou rt. 
Heike was conv icted of conspiracy 
to defrau d the gov ernment by the su ­ 
gar weighing frau ds, in which the com­ 
pany was requ ired to pay to the gov ­ 
ernment more tnan $2,000,000. 
The gov ernment charged that Heike 
as secretary and treasu rer cou ld not 
p os s ib ly hav e L>een ignorant of the 
frau ds. 


Ha s Done Nothing to Es ta blis h 


a Monopoly . 


New York, Jan. 28 .—Attorney s for 
the big combination which the gov ern­ 
ment is endeav oring to disolv e showed 
their line of defense by a few short 
qu estions in cross-ex amination, after 
William E. Corey , former president of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
had testified that one-fou rth of his 
fortu ne is inv ested still in the secu ­ 
rities 
of 
the 
corporation. 
The 
qu estions were addressed to Walter 
Scranton, v eteran steel rail maker con­ 
nected with the companies which final­ 
ly merged in the Lackawanna Steel 
company , an independent. 
They re­ 
lated to the breaking of the steel rail 
pool of 18 97. when Andrew Carnegie 
and his steel company entered u pon a 
price cu tting war. 
Mr. Scranton said that the war 
brou ght the price of standard rails 
down to $14 a ton. It made Carnegie 
practically the master of the indu stry . 
It cau sed ev ery other company to su f­ 
fer great loss and wou ld hav e driv en 
many of them ou t of bu siness. 
It 
cau sed a drastic redu ction in the 
wages of thou sands of w'orking men 
and the throwing ou t of employ ment 
of many more. 
Bringing it dow'n to 1900, Mr. Scran 
ton testified that many manu factu rers 
of steel rails were of the opinion that 
any thing which wou ld take Carnegie 
ou t of the steel indu stry wou ld be a 
“Godsend” to ev ery body . 
The defense of the steel tru st, in 
addition to the contention that noth­ 
ing was done by the Gary dinners or 
the pu rchase of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company to establish a mo­ 
nopoly , will be the fu rther claim that 
the condu ct of affairs has been su ch 
as to increase competition 
in 
all 
branches of the steel trade. 
Ju dge 
Gary , President Farrell and other of­ 
ficers of the c om p a n y , who are to be 
called as witnesses for the defense, 
will endeav or to show' that if they 
had not followed the methods they had 
ex actly followed ou t and ex ercised 
their real power, a situ ation wou ld 
hav e been created in which w'eaker in­ 
dependent concerns mu st hav e gone to 
the wall.
